THE JEWS IN RUSSIA, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


sin, —Mr. Abelson, in your last issue, tells the Russian Jews that as long 
as they remain “Jews only” and not “ Russians” nothing will lessen their 
sufferings in Russia. He further, by way of advice, warns them to trv and 
become Russian citizens, to send their children. to proper public schools instead 
of their chaderim, to conform to national laws and customs and speak the 
language of the country. If they «did that all troubles would soon 
cease, After this, Sir Julian Goldsimid may have acted wrongly in not con- 
sulting the new ly elected FR.G.S.. who sees to know st) much of the state of 
the Jews in Russia, before making his famous attack on the Russian authorities. 

Unfortunately, however, for Mr. Abelson, he knows no more about the 
Russiin Jews, and the reasons for their being oppressed, than the man in the 
meron, 

To say that the disabilities and persecutions the Jews are so cruelly subjected 
ty in Russia are due to their sticking to ancient habit in garh and tongue is, to 
say the least. absurd. Whether he meant hy a tongue the Hebrew language or 
the jargon, neither of them are objected to by the Russian Government. As far 
as we know, newspapers in -both tongues have been published in Russia these 
thirty years, 

Complaint about Jews not sending their children to proper public schools is 
A trick of old standing, It was made ata time when Jews were precluded from 
sending their children hither, and has been repeated, probably by an antagonist 
or a farceur, to Mr. Abelson at a time when the Russian Government has limited 
the proportion of Jewish pupils at public schools and universities to five per cent. 

Now, Sir, whatever reasons the Russian Government be 
pursuing their policy of oppression, they are net the reasons cited) by Mr. 
Abelson, 

[have often heard Russians, in their official eapacity, styling their Jewish 
fellow citizens “strangers. They would ret lo so if thes knew history a little 
better. (rreat Russia never had Jew R. who were, under certain stipul itions, 
admitted there only in the reign of the never-to-be forgotten Czar, Alexander II. 
The millions of Jews Russia now possesses were the inhabitants of the Ukraine, 
handed over to Russia by Bogdan Khmelnitzky, and Poland, to which she helped 
herself, only in the last century. 

The student of history knows what Khmelnitzky cost the Jews in blood : he 
also is aware of what befell them a century later (the 18th), when Gonta and 
(relezniak lit their pipes in Uman. In a period embracing net more than four 
months 240.000 Jews were butchered. — [It was under snueh circumstances that the 
Jews got into the hands of their new rulers. Catherine the Great did not care 
much for her new citizens. The rights of citizenship the Jews only obtained from 
(Czar Alexander I. We all know how they smarted under the rule of Nicholas I. 
Sir Moses Montefiore, not hindered by any Abelsoans, visited that potentate on 
behalf of his oppressed brethren, and even a Nicholas could not help making 
promises which, to some extent, were fulfilled. He, too, complained of the Jews 
being “ Jews only,” and not * Russians,” but, remembering that it was by his own 
will they were excluded from public schools, ordered special Jewish schools, at 
their expense, to be established. This was in 1851, and the writer is one of the 
pupils that entered such a school. 

Under Alexander IL.the doors of all public schools were thrown open to Jews, 
and certain civil and political rights accorded them. Fifteen years had hardly past, 
and Russia teemed with Jews belonging to all kinds of professions. There were 
medical men, professors, teachers, justices of the peace, notaries, government offi- 
cials, &e., &e., to any number. How conld they have effected that if they were 
of that type of stews deseribed by Mr. Abelson? The Jews became not only 
* Russians.” but they could even be described plus Husses que les Russes eur 
memes. 

Tien, Sir, what accounts for :the present persecutions which, in my eyes, are 
a new edition of those of the times of Nicholas L., only revised and enlarged ¥ 
Well, this is a question that no Russian Jew can answer, One thing they do know, 
and that is that they cannot expect a remedy from the Russian Government, And 
they begin to know that the best thing they ean do is to leave Russia. And the 
sooner the better. Let five millions of honest, peaceful, law-abiding, intellectual, 
and rate-paying people turn their backs on Russi, and the world will SOON see 
who has got the worst of the bargain.

RUSSIA AND PALESTINE.

. \ « have been favoured with a copy of the Charter of the Russian Society for 
assisting Jewish agriculturists in Syria and Palestine. This Charter was 
approved by the Russian Minister of the Interior on February 9th last. The 
bulk of the clauses relate to the internal administration of the Society. which has 
Its seat in Odessa. The following only are of a special character and general 
HWiterest : (Clause | detines the object of the Society a for the henevolent pur- 
pose of encouraging the Jews settled in Syria and Palestine to productive labour, 
especially agriculture.”’ To attain this object assistance will be rendered by the 
Society to settlers devoting themselves to handicrafts, and more particularly agri- 
culture, In noney, farming implements and artisans’ tools. The Society is not en- 
titled to render assistance to intending emigrants, and still less to promeate Jewish 
enugration to Palestine en MASSE, 

A. week's notice of all general meetings must be given to the Governor of 
Odessa, to whom must be submitted a list of the Jews settled in Syria and Pales 
pecuniary assistance from the Society. A Board of Administration 
is to be appointed, to consist of persons of good reputation and permanently 
residing in Palestine, | 

it fore f ommencimhg operations the founders of the Ss wiety must deposit with 
the frovernor of Odessa the sum of 5,000 roubles as a guarantee that the pry 
ceedings of the Society will be condueted ‘strictly in accordance with its) charter. 
L he capital must be deposited in the Odessa Branch of -the Imperial Bank ; the 
interest to be nsed for the objects of the Society. 

Any expenses inenrred by the Government for the repatriation of Jews who 
have emigrated to Palestine and have enjoyed the protection of the Soctety ais 
well as all other expenses incurred by the Government through any deviation of 
the Society from its objects are te be recovered by order of the Minister of the 
Interior out of the capital of the Guarantee Fund. Any sam expended ont of the 
Fund of 5.000 roubles aust be made up by the Society within three months. In 
case of infringement of any of the rules, the Society is to be dissol vedfforthwith. 
Printed copies of the Reports of the Society are to be submitted to the Minister 
of the Interior and the Governor of Odessa, 

In case of dissolution, the property of the Soci ty is to be used for charitable 
purposes by decision of a general necting, subject to the approval of the Minister 
of the [nterior.

THE JEWS OF RUSSIA. 


The following letter from’ Mr, Oswald John Simon was published in the mrs 
of Wednesday :— 

Sir,—The anual report of the Anglo-Jewish Association just published repeats 
the tale of woe as to the condition of the Jews of Russia. Indeed, their position is 
steadily growing from bad to worse. One of the worat features of the present per- 
secution is the limitation and restriction put upon education. Jewish students can 
only form 3 percent. of the total number, even in places where the Jewish popula- 
tion ia 75> per cent. of the entire inhabitants. The number of children allowed by 
law ‘to receive elementary education in schools isonly 5 per cent. of the total — 
number attending such schools. 

The two principal provisional decrees of General Ignatieff are still in force — 
namely, the prohibition of holding arms or acting as agricultural administrators, 
and that those Jews who inhabit villages are not permitted to migrate to rural dis- 
tricts. This decree is carried so far that Jews often find it difficult to remove from 
one house to another in the same village. 

A new law is about. to be enacted by which Jews are to be excluded from the pro- 
fessions of an advocate or an engineer ; and Jewish medical men are not any more 
to practise in the army or Government departments. 

There have been recently cases in which villages and quarters of towns occupied 
by Jews bave been eet on fire simply for pillage and destruction. . 

There is a law which forbids a Jew living within 50 verets of the Austrian 
frontier. This wasnot enforced until recently ; now it is to be enforeed not only 
with regard to.the Austrian frontier, but the uther frontiers also, and the distance 
is to be doubled. Everything is being done ty the Russian authorities to degrade 
their Jewish population, Overcrowding in the villages where Jews may reside is 
being promoted by new restrictions as to re sidence. 

The Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association “ note with regret that the 
philanthropic proposal of Baron de Hirsch to raise the intellectual sfv/u. of the 
Russian Jews, by means of an education endowment fund of many millions ol 
francs, has fallen through, the Government of Russia having refused its sanction 
to the scheme.”’ 

The only possible hope for the disastrous condition of these millions of Russian 
is tobe found in the awakening from time time of public opinioa of Western 
nations. The more the facts of the cas> are concealed the graver is the situation, 

The announcement from the Foreign Office in the London Gaz tt of duly 4, 
intimating that British subjects coming to Warsaw will be required toshow bap- 
tismal certificates in order to exclude persons of the Jewish religion, has caused 
much indignation among Englishmen of that faith. The order is a clear infringe- 
ment of international comity. British sudjects, however, can claim protection from 
their own Government in this matter. But the vast population of Russian Jews 
haveno protection, for, asin Roumania, they are declared to be aliens in the land 
of their birth, and are not sudjects of any other power. This is a circumstance which 
renders their position so unique. They are entirely thrown upoh the human com- 
passion of civilised peoples, by whose voice and sympathy alone can their 
condition ever be mitigated. [ therefore ask you to give publicity to this letter 
in your influential columns.

They have had a hard experience 
of the slow pace with which the world moves towards toleration and brotherly 
kindliness, but they have never despaired on that account. The Jews, we 
might even say, are an object lesson to encourage the advocates of universal 
peace ; for here was a people but a short time back treated as a general 
enemy to be persecuted and despoiled and evil-entreated.

A Europe that could be brought to cease to persecute the 
Jews may in spite of all appearances to the contrary be one day converted to 
the doctrine of the Hebrew prophets, who tanght that the ideal of the - 
Messianic age consists in a universal peace, unbroken by the tumult of con- 
flicting. passions, unsullied by the shedding of a fellow man’s blood. 

If it be to the praise of religion to inculeate doctrines like this, Judaism 
has the right to claim a high eulogy. 


Our every-day liturgy teems with 
supplications for peace. 


There is no important prayer in the Jewish order of 
service that does not place such a supplication in a position of prominence. 
The favourite verses of all the psalms are those that breathe the prayer for 
the blessing of peace. The “ eighteen benedictions” repeated thrice daily 
conclude with tlie same prayer. Every morning the priestly blessings are 
recited which close with the words “ May the Lord lift up His face to thee 
and give thee peace.” In the Kaddish, repeated in our services with perhaps 
It 
pathetic enough to hear the prayer for peace lisped by some child mourning 
the loss of a beloved parent, or by the mature reciter of the Kaddish, on the 
anniversary (Jahrzeit) of the death of a near relative. When the Scroll of 
the Law is taken from the Ark, and when it is restored to its resting place, the 
synagogue has marked: the incident by the recital of a supplication for peace, 
A similar petition, couched in the most poetical language, distinguishes too 
the ordinary evening service.

Our Gop who art in heaven grant peace throughout the 
earth,” to quote one instance from the prayers used during the ten penitential 
days between the New Year's festival and the Day of Atonement. In short, 
to put an end to this very incomplete catalogue, we may sum the matter up 
by the ‘general remark that Peace is the very key-note of the Jewish prayer- 
book and the reiterated supplication for that supremest of human blessings, 
one of its most noteworthy and pleasing characteristics, 

Seeing that our liturgy reflects the opinions of the great teachers of 
Israel in past ages, it is scarcely necessary to inquire what their private views 
were on the subject, for these are revealed in every line of the prayer-book, 
Nevertheless it may be interesting to allude to a few of the Rabbinical 
utterances on the question. A whole section in one of the minor Talmudic 
tractates is entitled the «Chapter of Peace,” and it contains many a quaint 
and well-put utterance. The chapter, important though it be, is not. by any 
means the only souree for effective quotation, Scattered profusely through 
the whole of the Rabbinical writings may be found the praises of Peace, The

One names (iop 
himself, we are told, is ** Peace ; 
his Messian, ‘ Weapons may not be borne on the Sabbath since they 
are no ornament but ashame to the wearer, and when the Messianic age 
arrives weapons will cease to be used.” The Torah is the Law of Peace, and the 
Angelic nature is marked by the divine peacefulness that distinguishes it. The 
Jewish priest as typified by Aanon is the Peace-maker on earth, * Seek Peace 
and pursue it” says the text, on which the Rabbis remark : * Seek tin thy own 
place, and pursue it in the dwellings of others.” There isno blessing but Peace; ” 
“ Peace outweighs all other forms of prosperity ;" “ The students of Gop’s 
Law multiply Peace in the world.” “ The whole of the Law was revealed to 
promote Peace on earth :” ** The man who offered a sacrifice on the altar of 
that works 


Gop, brought Peace to the habitations of man ;” indus- 


triously in a land blessed with Peace cannot be injured by any mishap.” 
« When the Israelites came forth from Egypt Gop intended to give them 
the Law forthwith. But they set to quarrel with one another, and a spirit 
of disunion dominated the people. But at Sinai their hearts were as one. 
The text does not say ‘And the Israelites encamped’ in the plural, but 
‘And Israen encamped’ by the Mount, in the singular. Seeing that Israg. 
was then at peace, Gop revealed unto them the Law, whose every word is 
Peace.” “ The stones of the altar were termed shelemoth (really ‘ perfect,’ 
but the Midrash translates ‘ peaceful’) because they brought Peace ; and over 
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these stones no iron was to be wielded. If then, these altar stones that see 
not, neither do they hear or speak, were spared the stroke of warlike imple- 
ment, how much more certain is the future beatitude of the man who 
restores Peace between man and man, between husband and wife, between 
city and city, between people and people, between one government and 
another.” ‘ The duty of aiming at the restoration of Peace differs from 
the other commandments of the Law. With other commands, if they come to 
your hand you must do them ; but Peace you must of your own accord seek 
out. * Sulamith 
(the Peaceful one) in the Song of Songs typifies Isragn and the Law of 


Everywhere must you go to bring about this blessing.” 


Gop.” 

The foregoing are but a few of the wealth of maxims and wise sayings 
on the subject of Peace that might be culled from the pages of Jewish 
literature. And it will be observed that we have not drawn on the Old 
Testament at all to display the teachings of Judaism on the question. The 
references in the Bible are abundant, but we have preferred to call in the 
testimony of the later exponents of Judaism, as some misapprehension on 
the attitude of the Synagogue with regard to our present topic existed in the 
middle ages, and may linger on still where the truth about Judaism is 
unknown. The praises of Peace that we gave above were not the utterance 
of mere bookish dreamers. The men who enlogised Peace, worked for it - 
they were men of action, net merely of words, We recently devoted an 
article to the claims to fame of Jewish warriors, but we, at the same time. 
pointed out that the highest ideal of our religion was not conquest but a 
universal reign of brotherhood, which would render war no longer a necessary 
evil. Nor is this advocacy restricted to the ancient teachers of Judaism. 
Our pulpits ring with exhortations inculeating the duty of furthering the 
interests of peace between individuals and nations, Every effort towards the 
attainment of this sublime aim calls forth a sympathetic response in Jewish 
hearts. And to the delegates assembled in London to promote this noble 
end we cordially offer the salutation with which Jew greets Jew, and say to 


them and their labours, ** Peace be with you ” (23°72 ode), 


JEWS HOSPITAL AND ORPHAN ASYLUM,

Hospital and Orphan Asylum was held at the institution, West Norwood. for the 
purpose of electing twelve boys and six girls as inmates. The general court was fol- 
lowed by the distribution of prizes to the children. Dr. Henry Behrend, the Presi- 
dent, occupied the Chair, and amongst those present were the Revs. M. Haines. E. 
Spero, and J. F. Stern, Dr. Friediander, Messre. Lionel L. Alexander, David Ben- 
jamin, M. Beddington, H. L. Cohen, Edward Davis, Felix A. Davis, HZ. Guedalla. M. 
Hart, Henry Isaacs, N.S. Joseph, Simeon Lazarus, J. M. Lissack, Daniel Marks. Ch. 
Montagu, 8. E, Moss, B. Newgass, A. Raphael (Head-master-elect), and J. 1, 
Solomon, | 

The happy and contented faces of the children were remarked by many of the 
visitors, and their health appeared to leave nothing to be desired. During the 
afternoon the boys competed ip the final tiesin a number of athletic sports, in 
which the warmest interest was shown by all classes of the visitors. a large 
number of whom lined the little course. The sports were carried out under the 
direction of Mr. Felix A. Davis. The first prize for gymnastics was won by H. 
Raphael, the general championship by I. Friedwald, who was also first in hurdle 
jumping, first in the hundred yards, and second in the quarter-mile race, and H.

In one of the classrooms were displayed specimens of the work turned out in 
the boys’ workshop, which were in the highest degree creditable to the little 
ones, particularly as during the past year, for the first time, the boys worked from 
their own drawings. The specimens included picture-frames, side-brackets, medicine 
and other cupboards, paper-cases, book-cases, knife-boxes and other kitchen utensils. 
Not less interesting was the display of cooking, pastry and confectionery made by 
the girls. 

The PResIpENT, Dr. Behrend, presided over the ballot for the election of 
inmates, and Messrs. Samuel I. Cohen, S. M, Harris, J. M. Lissack, Albert Montacu 
and |. Ventura were appointed scrutineers. © 

At the ciose of.the ballot the visitors adjourned to the large dining-hall, which 
was completely filled. Here the prizes were distributed by Mrs. B. Newgass 
who addressed a few words of encouragement to each of the recipients. a 

The CHAIRMAN, in addressing the gathering, said that the number of children 
was stationary, simply because the institution was quite filled, and new inmates 
could only be elected as old ones left. The health of the children was extremely 
satisfactory, and none of the prevailing epidemics were seriously felt. The medi- 
cal officer reported that this fact was in a measure owing to the very liberal diet 
allowed in that institution as compared with kindred homes. He would. however 
mention that a gencral gathering was seldom held in the institution which was not 
directly followed by one or two alarming cases of sickness, and he would 
earnestly beg that any of the relatives or friends of the children who were in their 
homes surrounded by the least taint of epidemic sickness should absent themselves 

for if an epidemic were ever introduced into the institution immense oe 
would ensue, During the year several important gifts were received 
them a fine organ, and fire escapes to be used in case of any outbreak during the 
night. There had been several changes in the staff, and two of the Py = A cae 
who were formerly pupil teachers had been promoted to assistant master ‘aad 
teacher to the boys and girls respectively, The institution was about to lose the 
valuable services of the Headmaster, the Rev, S. H. Harris, after association ex- 
tending over a period of twelve years. Mr. Harris proposed opening a private 
echool in the same way as his predecessor had done, and he had the best wishes of 
the Committee for his future success. The Committee hoped that the results wot ld 
be as satisfactory to Mr. Harris as they all felt sure they would be to an “ ‘ile 
entrusted to his care. The Committee were highly gratified by the 2B acer 
in the provinces for the augmentation of the funds of the institution - from Bir- 
mingham £42 had just been received, all collected in small subscriptions and the 
small congregation of 40 members of the South Manchester Synagogue sent £17 
annually.

Before addressing the assembly, Mr. Claude G, Montefiore handed to Miss 
Friedeberg, the honorary assistant teacher, a gold watch, bearing an inscription that 
-was the gift of the Committee of the classes in recognition of valuable services 
~endered to them. 

Mr. CLAUDE G, MONTEFIORE was loudly cheered on rising to deliver an address, 
fe said that the classes had-advanced from small beginnings about eight years ago, 
ni were now attended by over 100 pupils. If the number of prizes corresponded 
with the advance made it must be of a satisfactory character, for nearly 50 per 
cot. of the pupils had won prizes. This fact reflected great credit both on pupils 
wi teachers. In outlying districts and in small congregations such as theirs, the 


work of carrying on Religion Classes was surrounded with peculiar difficulties. All 
the more praise was therefore due to the teachers for overcoming them. One 


yeeal difficulty at South Hackney was the want of adequate accommodation, and 
be shared with the Committee the hope that before long they might, through the help 
of hecommunity,remedy this disadvantage. Religion Classes were performing a 
uv fs. and valuable work. The religion of Judaism might be compared to a light which 
was burning in different piaces in different degrees. Every spark was of importance 
ad served to keep the whole light shining before the world. It was the duty of 
very one Of them to prevent any spark of that light from being extinguished. If 
“ach classes were of importance to the Jewish community at large they were not 
«sto to the children themselves, Religion Classes made children acquainted with 
‘ne noble deeds of their ancestors and the noble principles of their religion. Educa- 
uon without religion was deprived of the basis on which it rested and the aim to 
which itshould tend, Religious education comprised not merely bold dogmas, it 
ucluded also the teaching of meral truths. It fitted children even more than did 
purely secular instruction for their future work as men and women, and as citizens 
: the empire. Religious teaching was of importance because of its use in 
ie exigences and fortunes of ordinary private existence. In all circumstances of 
se religion was of the greatest force as a lever to lead noble and useful lives. He 
rusted the children would continue to come with regularity and if they did not 
‘uy understand all they were taught they should take it on trust as being of the 
wunost good for themselves. They would not, when they grew up, be able to form 
‘iuer and riper conclusions on religious matters if the groundwork kad not been 
in their early lives. (Cheers.)

NORTH LONDON SYNAGOGUE 


RELIGION 


CLASSES. 


The annual distribution of prizes to the children attending the Religion Classes 
in connection with the North London Synagogue was held on Sunday at Northamp- 
ton House, Highbury. Mr. Claude G. Montefiore presided, and there was a large 
attendance of Jewish residents in the district. 

An innovation was introduced in the proceedings in the form of the reading of 
compositions by some of the pupils, and of Scriptural and other texts in Hebrew and 
English, The writers of the two compositions were Sara Benedictus and Lizzie 
Jacobs. 

The Rev. J. A. GoULbsTEIN, Hon. Superintendent of the classes, stated in his 
Annual Report, that when the classes resumed in November last, 170 children, 
many coming great distances and from different congregations, entered their names 
on the books. One more class has been added, making fourin all. In order to 
overcome the difficulty arising from Mr. Gouldstein’s duties requiring him at. times 
to be elsewhere than at the classes, he discussed the matter with some of the old 
pupils, and the result was most gratifying. Several having readily offered their 


services, Mr. (Gouldstein accepted as assistants for the juniors, Miss Hester 
Benedictus and Miss Henriette Saks. The averave attendauce-has been better 


than in the previousterm. Many did not miss once throughout the course. Essays 
have been written from time to time upon dietary laws, festivals, ceremonies of 
outward distinction, Commandments, Bible, and the difference between Judaism and 
Christianity. Toencoutrage and provide for the study of Hebrew, for which there 
was neither time nor accommodation at Northampton House, where the classes 
meet, the Headmaster of the Islington High School kindly added to his establish. 
ment a special class for Hebrew, which Mr. Gouldstein takes every Tuesday morn- 
ing. The prizes have been presented by Mra, W, Flatau, Mr. and Mrs. Adolph 
Tuck, Miss Hester Benedictus, Mr. Gouldstein, and an anonymous friend. 

The prizes were distributed by Mrs. Adolph Tuck. 

Mr. CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE, who was warmly greeted, then addressed the 
meeting. He said that he thought the proceedings had been among the most 
interesting and the best conducted of that character which he had ever attended, 
and he felt bound to congratulate Mr. Gouldstein on the excellent manner in which 
everything had passed off. The report which Mr, Gouldstein had read was of great 
interest and was very satisfactory. It was pleasant to think that such classes had 
become a regular and a constituent feature in English Judaism. His hearers might 
depend upon it that the work of Religion Classes was of the utmost importance for 
the future of Judaism in this country. He was not sure that classes of that nature 
were not of more importance than the Synagogue, because they prepared children 
to become afterwards regular and intelligent worshippers. It was to the young 
that we must look for the progress of the community. He would like to point out 
that the quality of religiousness which it was sought to acquire by means of 
Relicion Classes, could be and was acquired through the teaching given there, 
which showed the entire groundwork that had to be covered in religion. It should 
be remembered that children attending Religion Classes were often drawn from 
schools ia which religious education had no part at all or played only a subordinate 
part, and that but for the classes they would grow up without systematic instruc- 
tion. They could not be expected to practise religion unless they were taught why 
they prayed, how to pray. and what to pray. Afterwards, when grown up, they 
might pursue their own way and develop religious ideas in one direction or another. 
But whether they became conservative or liberal in regard to relicion, they must all, 
as he did, look ‘back with gratitude to the days of their childhood when they 
were taught the principles of Judaism. The quality of religiousness was not only 
valuable to the community as a whole, but *o every individual, for their 
lives would be the poorer without the element and the quality of religion. Religion 
would always be the most ideal influence in enabl'n* them t. continue their lives 


well and the “le would like to say 
before resuming his seat that a deep debi uf y.auiuce was due to Mr. Gouldstein 


for the work done in connection with the classes. For five years he had worked in 
them singie-handed, and anyone acquainted with the management of schools must 
appreciate the difficulties of conducting four classes.. The community was greatly 
indebted to such men as Mr. Gouldstein, who laboured so disinterestedly and 
zealously for the advancement of Judaism.—(Cheers, )

Mr. OSWALD J. StMON moved a vote of thanks to the contributors to the class 
fund, and Mr. Joun GoOLDHILL moved a similar vote to Mr. Gouldstein, who, he said, 
took an affectionate interest in the classes paramount to every other work in which 
he was engaged. 

The Rey. J. A. GOULDSTEIN tendered his thanks to Mrs, Adolph Tuck for her 
presence that day, and to the chairman for his eloquent words. Both parents and 
children, said Mr. Gouldstein, had ample food for reflection, and a spur to duty in 
Mr. Montefiore’s weighty remarks. Mr. Gouldstein also expressed his recognition 
of the valued services he had received from Miss Hester Benedictus and Miss Saks, 
He was very glad to carry on the classes in spite of obstacles and drawbacks, but, 
he regretted exceedingly that parents did not further his labours as much as he 
would like. He saw his tuition set at nought through want of parental example 
and earnest concern. His little pupils were not encouraged to practise what they 
learnt at the classes, nor did their parents show sufficient solicitude for their pro- 
vress in religious acquirements and equipments. In the home there was not sufti- 
cient check upon conversation in the presence of children in criticising religious 
movements, and their teachers and ministers were not upheld before them in their 
responsible positions. He would like to see more boys attend the classes, especially 
those who were near their Barmitzvah. He hoped his pupils would not neglect the 
teachings of Sunday mornings, so that his work should not have been done in vain. 
They were about to take their holidays at the sea-side or among the green fields, 
and he wished they could think of those poorer children who could not afford such 
a change, and who must spend their summer months in London’: dirty dusty streets, 
in stifling atmosphere and crowded rooms. He therefore invited contributions to 
the Children’s Holiday Fuad.

trates. This was and is the utmost they can do for the prisoner, and as the law 
now stands my services are of but little avail for him on his trial at the ensuing Leeds 
Assizes, It may be urged that only having been paid to represent the man before the 
magistrates my duty ended with his committal, and that there exists no obligation 
upon me to take any further trouble in the matter. I cannot, however, adopt this 
view of my position, and I will not desert the prisoner until I have done all I can 
in his defence, Moreover, I am sati-fied that the prisoner is a lunatic, and that even 
assuming that he be guilty of the charge preferred against him, he is not morally 
responsible for his actions. If the man is, as I assert, non compos montis, he ought 
not to be hanged although he actually strack the fatal blows, but should be incar- 
cerated as a lunatic. But the only way in which his mental aberration can be 
demonstrated tothe jury is by means of medical evidence, founded upon examira- 
tion by medical men and brought before the Court by counsel. Unfortunately for 
the prisoner neither counsel nor dectors will work gratuitously, and as I have 
before stated no funds are available to meet this expense. In these circumstances 
I am not ashamed to appeal to the genorosity of the public on this poor man’s 
behalf, I cannot, and will not, think that the public will allow any man, however 
humble he may be, to be consigned to the gallows if there exist the slightest ground 
for the belief that he ought not to anffer the extreme penalty of the law. I take 
the liberty of assuming that you, Sir, will have no objection to acknowledge the 
receipt of any sum which may be sent to you towards defraying the expenses of 
doctors and counsel.

The income for six months was £3.300 and included £2,202 received for 
slaying cattle, £445 for slaying poultry, and £470 received from butchers einploy 
ing Shomerim. The expenditure amounted to £35,386, Salaries entailed an outhiy 
of £2,086, and poultry C40) The statetnent of cattle slain kosher 
showed an increase of 270) in on the corresponding perjod in 
a decrease of 133 in calves, and a decrease of 2,068 in sheep. A report: which 
was drawn up by Mr. M Van Thal, the Investigating Officer, showed however, 
that as regards weight there was an actual increase of 199,849 pounds of flesh of 
all descriptions on the dead weight for the first half of 1889. Mr. Van Thal 
referred also to the increase in the price of mutton and veal, and to the arrange 
ments for obtaining kosher frozen meat from the Argentine Republic. 

The CuaiRMAN brought up a proposal for entering into an arrangement with 
a Company formed at Dublin for the slanghter of oxen by Mr. D. ‘Tallerman, 
Under this arrangement kosher meat could be sentto Londen, subject tw the ustial 
fees being paid to the Board,
